‘The United States is’ entering Its 
eighth winter of depression with 
9.000.000 men and women jobless 
‘and destilute except for cush und 
material ald they obtain from state 
or Federal sources. 

Hitter arctic-Wke gaica that swrep 
the grenter portion of the nation of 
the next five months will intensify 
the suffering of many thousands, al- 
though the great majority of these 
depression victims ure adequately 
housed, clothed and fed at tremendous 
cost to the nation. 

Simultancously, the cost of living 
has advanced notably, which adds to 
dhe alreudy enormous burden being 
borne by the government. 

This year the Federal fovernment 
alone plans to spend  $1,820,000,000 
(B) for relief, in addilion to 4 total 
of: $1,160,000,000 (B) deatined for 
the Clvillan Conservation Corps, the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administra. 
tlon and other afeneles which should 
Indirectly serve to reduce the need 
for direct rellef. ‘ 

As usual, ‘much of this outlay will 
be made within the next few months 
when cold weather will inerease dis- 
tress nnd necessitate farger expendi 
tures for warm clothes and fuct. 

The government has spent some 
§14,400,000,000 (B) for rellef and 
rerovery during the past four years, 
‘An averige of approximately $3,000,- 
000,000 per. year. Of this total, more 
thon $8,000,000.000 (B) went for

(4) With the cost of relict still 
‘mounting despite cconom.c improve- 
ment throughout the country, the 
final stage was tetched when the 
Works Progress Administration

“he Federnl Government undertook 
to » spend — $5,000,000 (B) in

Sir-In yesterday's issue “A 
Japanese” in stating the Japanese 
point of view refers to “International 
Law" to justify the ruthless bombing 
of Nanking, Canton and hundreds of 
other towns and villages throughout 
China, and the inhuman slaughter of 
innocent non-combatants by Japanese 
vultures. 2 


Professor Shinobu, a reputed lead- 
ing Japanese Jurist on International 
Law, waa appointed the legal adviser 
of, ‘the Third Japanese squadron, 
whose air. force was responsible for 
the Introduction ‘of indiscriminate 
bombing of non-combatant civilians 
us a means of terrorising the Chinese 
people Into submission, and presum- 
ably it Is he who is the father of 
the perverted iden that “necording 
to International Law, a garrison 
town {s subject to ony form of 
bombardment.” 


The brute) and inhuman use of 
the Japanese ulrforce In the fighting 
In Shanghai in 1932 inspired the 
Hague Court to draft a Code relating 
to the use of the aeroplane in war- 
fare. The articles relating to aerial 
bombardment are -norticles 22 and 
paragraph 2 of article 24, The code 
is known as the Hague Code of 1933. 


The relevant articles are: 

“Aerial bombardment for the pur- 
pose of terrorising the clvillan popu- 
lation or destroying private property 
not of a military character or of 
injuring non-combatants fs prohibit- 
ed. 


It must be’ pointed out that the 
Japanese have openly stated that 
their object Is to terrorise the people 
of China in order to make them rise 
against the Chinese Government and 
cause the war to be stopped. The 
contents of the leaflets dropped on 
Nantao and on Pootung confirm 
this sinister idea of the Japanese. 
These leaflets it will be remembered 
stiuted “The bombardment is due to 
the fact that your Government is 
antl-Japanese. Rise and overthrow 
the Government, If you do not, the 
bombings will be carried out day 
after day." : 


The bombing of schools, of 
Universities Hke Nankai University 
and private hospitals like the 
American Mission at Nantungchow 
come within the category’of “private 
property not of a military ued 


It will be remembered that 
destroying Nankai University the 
Japanese authorities stated that 
“Nankal was a hotbed of /antl- 
Jupanese feeling and therefore must 
be destroyed.” The destruction was 
carried out by bombing from the air, 
and then finished off by kerosene 
and fire. 


The second relevant Article of the 
proposed code of the Hague, the 
breach of which has raised world 
wide protest from all countries and 
for which the most Intense fecling of 
hatred for the Japanese Is spreading 
throughout Chinn, is paragraph 2 of 
Artlete 24. 


This reads as follows:— 

“The bombardment of citics, towns, 
villages, dwellings, or buildings not 
in the immediate neighbourhood of 
the operation of land forces Is pro- 
hibited. In cases where the objec- 
tives specified -in Paragraph 2 
(military establishments, arsenals, 
transport lines, ete.) are so situated 
that they cannot be bombarded 
without indiscriminate bombaremeat 
of the civilian population, — the 
alreraft must abstain from bombard- 
ment.” . :

International legal circles point to 
this. article as the crux of the entire 
question. According to one famous 
authority, “It is a statement of a 
rule which is based upon the highest 
common sense If on nothing else. 
Uniess Umitations are placed upon 
the exercise of the acroplune loaded 
with bombs every place within that 
country is directly or Indirectly con- 
neeted with the waging of a war. 
And every person within that country 
is directly or Indirectly connected 
with Waging the war. Shall they olf 
be subject to destruction, although 
they may be hundreds or thousands 
of miles awny from the scene of 
battle, where Jand forces or naval 
forces of the opposing countries are 
engaged in struggle? : 


“That would mean the wonihilaticn | 
of whole peoples, nations and races,” 
From the legal point of view the 
proposed code has not been passed 


but international law Is a law of 
humanity and morntity expressive of 
the feelings of man to man, as dis- 
tinguished from the feelings of 
animal te man or man to onimal. 
But the fact that the proposed cade 
was formulated and made known to 
the world gives It the force of Inter- 
national ethics jn case of war in 
which the weapon of aerial bombard- 
ment is made use of.

Nanking, Canton, Soocliow, Nan- 
chang, Hankow, Tsinan, Taiyuan all 
of which are Inrge populated areas 
where congestion in such ns to Stself 
preciude the assembly of large bodles 
of urmed men within any particular, 
aren of that congested space, have 
been rightly judged by world opinion 
to be gross Violattons of human right 
even between watring notions.

Sir,—1 wish to second the state- 
ments of “A Pussenger” regarding 
the No. {1 Route In Kowloon. 

T have Ienrnt this lesson. Uf T want. 
to keep an appointment, I must take 
a No. 3 Bus, even though I possess a 
monthly ticket for the Jordan Roud: 
Ferry. The interval between the No. 
3 Buses is five minutes, while that for 
the No, 11 Bus is thirteen to fifteen 
minutes. It is not unusual to miss 
two No, 11 Buses because of the 
overcrowding—thirty minutes. 

As “A Passenger” suys the pas- 
sengers using the No, 11 Route are 
more than the No. 3 Route. Anyway 
I cannot sce why the passengers who 
use the No. 11 Route, and pay the 
same scale of fares as other routes In 
Kowloon, should not be entitled to 
the same considerate treatment and 
eMclent service accorded to other 
routes. 

Perhaps the reason for the “glaring 
state of affairs" is simply that -there 
are not enough buses. The matt:r of 
profits is the anxiety of the Bus Com- 
pany, but the matter of an eMcient 
service is the anxiety of the public. 
The No. 11 Bus service must be Im-

Suez 
Canal figures, which are more 
nearly current than trade 
figures by countries, show -that 
further important gains have 
been achieved during the year. 
The world shortage of shipping 
and the recent rapid’ rise in 
shipping freight rates supply 
further evidence which points 
in the same direction. Ship- 
yards in many countrics are 
more active than for years. . 


During the first cight months 
of 1937 the volume of mer- 
chindise passing through the 
Canal amounted to 22,139,000 
tons as compared with 16,563,- 
000 tons during the correspond- 
ing months of 1936. In August 
1937 the tonnage amounted to 
2,789,000 as compared with 
2,071,000 in August 1936. This 
is an extraordinary change for 
statistics which usually change 
only very slowly. 


During 1936 and early 1936 
there Was'a pronounced decline 
in Suez traffic because of dis- 
turbed political conditions in 
that part of the world. Even 
during this period the steady, 
upward trend of-world trade was 
maintained. The extraordinary 
riso beginning in the Jatter part 
of 1936, however, seems to fore- 
shadow a further continued in-.

Professor Shinobu, a reputed lead- 
ing Japanese Jurist on International 
Law, was appolnted the legal adviser 
of the Third. Japanese squadron, 
Whose air force.was responsible: for 
the jintroduotion of Indiscriminate 
bombing of tion-combatant civilians 
a3 n means of terrorising the Chinese 
people Into submission, and presum- 
ably it fs he who is the father of 
the perverted {dea that “according 
to Internationa! Law, a garcison 
town is subject to any form of 
bombardment." 

The brutal and inhuman use of 
the Japanese alrforce in the fighting 
in Shanghal jn 1932 inspired the 
Nngue Court to draft a Code relating 
to the use of the aeroplane in war- 
fare. The articles relating to aerial 
bombardment are articles 22 and 
pnrrograph 2 of article 24. The code 
is known us the Hague Code of 1933. 

The relevant artleles are: 

“Aeriat bombardment for the pur- 
pose.of terrorising the civilian popu- 
lation or destroying private property 
not of a military character or of 
injuring non-combatants is prohlbit- 


It must be pointed out that the 
Jupanese have openly stated that 
thelr object Is to terrorise the people 
of China in order to make them rise 
against the Chinese Government and 
cause the war to be stopped, The 
contents of the leafiets dropped on 
Nantao und on -Pootung confirmed 
this sinister {dea of the Japanese. 
These leaflets it witl be remembered 
stated *The bombardment Is due to 
the fact that your Government is 
anti-Japanese. Rise and overthrow 
the Government, If you do not, the 
bombings will be carried out day 
after day.’ 

The ‘bombing of schools, of 
Universities like Nankai University 
und private hospitals) Ike - the 
American Mission at, Nantungchow 
come within the category of “private 
property not of a military character,”

It will be remembered that in 
destroying Nankal University the 
Jnpanese nuthorities stated that 
“Nankal was a hotbed of anti- 
Japanese fecling and therefore must 
be destroyed."

On this point one noted Chinese 
pointed out: “Professor Shinobu 
might even excuse his country by 
stating that the proposed rules of 
conduct laid down by the Hague 
would only apply jf war were 
doclared—but - we still have had 
no declaration of war.” 

Just as the activitics of Japan's 
troops and alr force compelled the 
Powers to frame rules intended to 
govern acrial bombing, so the 
“frighttulness” of the Japanese war- 
lords upon the defenceless non- 
combatant Chinese population will 
force World Opinion to take concrete 
mensures for preventing desperate 
aggressive nations from carrying out 
ruthless destruction of civil popula- 
tlons by Indiscriminate aerial bom- 
bardment. And tin fine it were better 
for “A Japanese” not to refer to 
“International Law” in ‘writing to 
the Press of n civilized country.

We also approached the ‘nuthoritics 
som2 considerable time ogo for per- 
mission to alter Route No, 6 to run 
from Star Ferry to Kowloon Tong 
for the convenience of Kawloon Tong 
and Homuntin residents, and to ex- 
tend Route No. 3 from Star Ferry to 
Ngau Chi Wan. Although we have 
not yet received any definite decision 
to our proposnis, we anticipate a 
favourable reply very shortly. 


We are fully aware of the incon- {. - 


venience caused by shortage of busca 
on several of the- routes In Kowloon 
for which it is much regretted, how- 
ever we fecl that we'ore not entirely 
to blame for this. ; 

During the carly part of this year, 
we plnced on order for a large ficet 
of new buses, although carly delivery 
was promised at that Ume, the man- 
ufacturers Joter found that they 
were unablie to execute the order ac- 
cording: to the time spccificd on ac- 
count of the abnormal conditions 
now, prevailing In England which 
contribules to the delay. :

The small launch that ran between 
Pakhol and Yamchow has_ stopped 
for the present owing to the pre- 
‘sence of this Japanese gunbont and its 
activities here. They threatened to 
tuke ‘lt over but the launch mude a 
run for safety and is now hid in 
some of the rivers near by. 


However the motor road is now 
open to the public between Pakhol 
and Yamchow so thai .though the 
launch does not run the people may 
travel by bus. A journey that once 
took three full days may now be 
made in four hours, = *

Owing to the recent rate of Increase 
in the United Kingdom © stocks 
compared with that of a year ago, 
tea clecles are somewhat surprised 
at to-day's announcement that the 
export quota Is to be raiser! by five 
Per cent. 


It fs.polnted out that tho Increase 
releases o further 40,000,00C pounds 
of tea, which, when taking Into o 
account the 20, 000,000 pounds stil! 
outstanding from last May's Increase, 
means that during 1938-9 the marke! 
will have to absorb on additional. 60 
to 70 million pounds,” 


Well-informed circles are of the 
opinion that the additional tea 
avallable ‘in the coming year should 
result In lower retall prices, especially 
for the common type of teas, thus 
giving a fillip” to {ts -consumption, 
which latterly has tended to fall off. 


At the opening of this morning's 
London sale of Gcylon teas, dealers 
displayed ‘caution pending further 
consideration of the quota announce- 
ment, Prices moved erratically, but 
gencrally were casier to the extent of 
a halfpenny to'a penny per pound.
